The p r o j e c t is Christmas 
trees, undertaken in 1957 on a 
suggestion by the Missouri Con­ 
serv ation Commission, to intro­ 
duce a new crop that can 
be 
grown on land 
that 
will 
not 
profitably produce regular field 
crops. 


Robert Kuliman, 
v ocational 
agriculture instructor, and J . W. 
R ag l an d , superintendent of 
.schools, in cooperation with the 
FFA members, worked out the 
program. 
Sev eral I'urposcs 
The project began with sev ­ 
eral purposes in mind—to deter­ 
mine the possibility of produc­ 
ing Christmas trees in 
Benton 
County, to become acquainted 
with problems ot prcxluction, to 
determine the cultural practices 
needed, and to test the lo<:al 
market to see if there is a de­ 
mand for home-grown trees. 
With no money inv olv ed, Kuli­ 
man needed land, seedling trees 
and a lot of hard work. He dis­ 
cussed the' land problem with 
farmers in the area and Leo 
Bahrenberg heard of the proj­ 
ect. Bahrenberg offered the use 
of one acre of land on Highway 
52, about four m iles east of Cote 
Camp. The Conserv ation Com­ 
mission donated the seedling.s. 
The Fh'A members v olunteered 
to do the work. 
In February, 1958, FFA mem ­ 
bers cleared the brush of the 
land and prepared for the plant­ 
ing of 1,500 jack pine seedlings 
ordered from the commission. 
When the 
trees 
arriv ed 
they 
were planted about four feet 
apart, making room for some 
2.800 trees per acre. 
Three Year Test 
With three years 
of 
testing 
the market, it has been estab­ 
lished that there is a good local 
market for the trees. Local peo­ 
ple prefer the 
jack 
pines or 
Scotch pines, and people from 
as far away 
as 
Kansas City 
hav e seen the trees during the 
summer and placed their orders. 
“ At first we believ ed the local 
people would prefer the cedar 
trees growing in the area, and 
that they bought from us only 
because we were an FFA group.

The Leo Sanders family will pay 
.scant attention this y ear to Dec- 
25. As Christmas day , it will be 
stark and bleak. 
At the end of a fu ll y ear for 
sou theast Tennessee’s 
longest 
and bloodiest coal strike, it will 
hav e no special meaning. Like 
all day s since 19 59 , it will be 
jobless, hopeles.s and hu ngry . 
Sanders, 35, u nskilled and il­ 
literate, is one of thou sands of 
former coal miners laid off long 
before the cu rrent walkou t be­ 
gan. He and his wife, a tired 33, 
hav e sev en children. 
She ex pects her eighth baby 
in Janu ary . 
“ My hu sband worked in the 
mines when 
we married 
in 
19 48,“ .said Mrs. Sanders, “ bu t 
he was laid off fou r y ears ago. 
He hasn’t hardly worked since. 
Ju st what he cou ld pick u p, and 
there hasn’t been mu ch of that.” 
He has been getting $15 per 
week in benefits from the United 
Mine 
Workers 
Union, 
“bu t 
they ’re fix ing to cu t that ou t” 
Like so many families who 
liv e in the isolated mou ntain 
pockets which make u p the 
sou theast Tennessee coal fields, 
Sanders’ fu tu re was set when he 
qu it school, like his father be­ 
fore him, to work in the mines. 
After World War H, 4,000 coal 
miners toiled in sou theast Ten­ 
nessee. 
As 
mou ntain 
mines 
closed in the face of mechanized 
competition from the central 
Plains slates, the work force 
dwindled. 
When the pre.sent UMW walk­ 
ou t began Dec. 26 , 19 6 2, only 6 00 
u nion 
miners 
were 
affected. 
Three men hav e been slain since 
100 miners defied entrenched 
u nion sentiment and retu rned to 
work withou t a contract. 
The strikers seek a wage of 
$23.44-26 ,40 per day , plu s 40 
cents per ton roy alty to the 
UMW welfare fu nd. The coal 
operators hav e offered $20.12 
per day —paid the 100 working! 
miners—plu s 10 cents per ton 
roy alty . 
The issu es in the strike paral­ 
lel those in a $30-million anti­ 
tru st su it filed against the UMW 
by a grou p of small coal oper­ 
ators and schedu led for trial in 
April. The sou theast Tennessee 
operators accu se the u nion of 
conspiring with the big, mecha­ 
nized coal operators of western 
Kentu cky to freeze them from 
the giant Tennessee Valley Au ­ 
thority coal market. 
TVA’s Widows Creek steam 
plant, ju st across the state line 
at Bridgeport, Ala., is v irtu ally 
the sole market for sou theast 
Tennessee coal. Bu t becau se of 
labor difficu lties—present and 
past—TV A has tu rned to west­ 
ern Kentu cky for the tremen­ 
dou s fu el qu antities needed to 
operate the plant and generate 
electricity . 
The operators say they cannoi 
pay the UMW scale and com 
pete economically with mecha 
nized mines elsewhere for the 


TVA market. Only one mine in 
sou theast Tennessee 
is 
fu lly 
mechanized. 
Leo Sanders goes into the

Sen ato rs Deb ate Statu s o f Call Girls

WASHINGTON—For almost two days last 
week the Senate rules committee hassled 
behind closed doors with the controversial 
problem of sex. 
Republican senators, particularly Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania and Cal Curtis of 
Nebraska, wanted to bring in call girls as 
witnesses. They discussed problems of as­ 
signation and whether telephone calls plac­ 
ed over Senate telephone lines, leading to 
assignation, were proper. 
Sen. Howard 
Cannon, Democrat from the unsophisticated 
city of Las Vegas, Nev., even wanted to 
know what an assignation was. 
The debate was inspired by the Bobby 
Baker investigation and the claim by Sen. 
John Williams, R-Del., that girls were used 
to pull wires and influence people in getting 
business contracts. 
At the end of this 
closed-door debate, the Senate rules com­ 
mittee apparently had come to no conclu­ 
sive position on the question of sex. 
The only definite conclusion, unexpressed 
but nevertheless firm, was that the Repub­ 
lican members were anxious to prolong the 
Bobby Baker probe as long as possible in 
order to break into headlines nearer elec­ 
tions. 
It all began when Sen. Williams, GOP 
sleuth from the Duchy of the Du Ponts, 
reported that certain ladies of the evening 
had spoken to him about their relations 
with other senators and some of them would 
be willing to testify. As far as could be 
determined from the closed door testimony, 
ten Democratic senators and administra­ 
tive assistants, plus five Republicans were 
involved. 
Ominous Pink Cloud 
This information has been hanging like 
a pink cloud with lace frills over the Senate, 
and the Senate rules committee finally de­ 
cided to dispel it. The committee was not 
successful. The pink cloud remains undis­ 
pelled. 
While examining Edward M. Bostick, 
president of the Melpar Company which 
Bobby Baker represented, Sen. Scott asked 
the witness whether two girls, and he nam­ 
ed them, were on the Melpar payroll. 
Bostick replied in the negative. 
“ Do you know Miss S— ?” Scott asked. 
“ This question is not germane,’’ replied 
Bostick. 
Scott argued that it was germane, but the 
chief counsel of the committee, P. L. Me 
Lendon, argued that it was not. There is 
no information in the files uncovered by 
our investigators which would show this 
question to be germane, he said. 
“ If there’s nothing in the files,’’ ruled 
chairman B. Everett Jordan, D-N.C., “ I’ll 
have to rule against the senator from Penn­ 
sylvania.’’ 
Scott was not easily discouraged. He ar­ 
gued that the question was germane. 
Finally Sen. Claiborne Pell proposed, 
“ Why not excuse the witness for 30 seconds 
while we find out whether the question is 
german«?/*

“ What do you mean by assignation?” 
asked the senator from Las Vegas. 
The senator from Philadelphia gave a 
blunt and frank definition. 
“ No, I don’t see how that would violate 
any rule of the Senate,” replied Cannon, 
Sen. Pell agreed. Finally Cannon revers­ 
ed the question and asked Scott: “ If an 
employee of the Senate made a date with 
a girl on the telephone and this resulted in 
an immoral act, would this in your opinion 
be a violation of Senate rules?” 
“ Yes,” replied Scott. 
The wrangle continued for about three 
hours. Finally chief counsel McLendon 
ruled that if either telephone calls or call 
girls involved any of the financial dealings 
of Bobby Baker, then questions regarding 
them were germane. But he added that the 
germaneness must be demonstrated clearly, 
and to back this up he cited past rulings 
of the Supreme Court, 
Senator Scott did not like this at all. 
“ I am not going to be bound by any rule 
of court as long as I am in the Senate,” 
he expostulated. This is not a court of law, 
Scott said, and vowed to conduct himself 
by the rules of the Senate. Anytime anyone 
tries to impose court rules on these pro­ 
ceedings, he said he would go out and call 
a press conference and inform the public. 
Conscientious Kentuckian 
Though these two Republicans were em­ 
phatic in their determination to bring sex 
into the hearings, their colleague from Ken­ 
tucky, John Sherman Cooper, was not. He 
disagreed with Curtis of Nebraska, who ar­ 
gued that any question about a lady ac­ 
quaintance could be asked of any witness 
before the committee; that he could be 
questioned about any act, moral or im­ 
moral.

Roosevelt and Truman met 
with newsmen—far oftener than 
Eisenhower 
and 
Kennedy—in 
their offices but what they said 
could seldom be quoted directly. 


Step s To 
No rma lize 
Rela tio ns 


BERLIN (AP) - The East 
German Communists probably 
will not wait long before inten­ 
sifying their drive to whittle 
away the Western Allies’ rights 
in West Berlin and win interna­ 
tional recognition for the Red 
regime. 
A few hours after signing an 
agreement with the West Ber­ 
lin city government Tuesday al­ 
lowing West Berliners to visit 
relatives in East Berlin during 
Christmas, Communist Deputy 
Premier 
Alexander 
Abusch 
told a news conference this 
step 
will 
“ be 
followed 
by 
further steps to normalize rela­ 
tions.” 
In Communist jargon, to “ nor­ 
malize relations” means to re­ 
move Western troops from West 
Berlin, a goal first announced 
by Premier Khrushchev in 1958. 
The East Germans gloated as 
if the agreement meant the 
West Berlin government —and 
with it the Allies — recognized 
the Red regime as a legal Ger­ 
man government. They also 
acted as if the West Berlin gov­ 
ernment, by signing the agree­ 
ment, showed itself to be a sep­ 
arate entity isolated from the 
West, a claim the Reds have 
voiced many times. 
Because West Berlin Mayor 
Willy Brandt has said repeat­ 
edly he would not negotiate 
with the East German govern­ 
ment, it seemed at first glance 
that 
the 
Communists 
had 
scored an important victory. 
But the joint protocol on the 
agreement says neither side 
could agree on “ terminology” 
of places, authorities and offi­ 
cials. 
In other words. East Berlin 
still is East Berlin and West 
Berlin still is just that, and 
both sides acknowledged this. 
It thus appears that neither 
side won a political victory. 
But both went further in the 
negotiations than they were or­ 
iginally willing to go. West Ber­ 
lin placed its signature on a 
legal document with the East 
Germans, who in turn publicly 
said they could not agree on 
what to call each other. 
The Communists can be ex­ 
pected to point to the talks and 
say: “ See how easy it is to get 
together?” 
At the same time, the West 
can be expected to welcome 
further talks with the East Ger­ 
mans if these might lead to 
cracking the Red wall and so 
long as Western Allied protec­ 
tion for West Berlin is not 
touched. 


Eisenhower and Kennedy held 
their conferences in full view of 
cameras—in 
Kennedy’s 
case, 
before live television cameras— 
and what they said was the 
public record. 
Johnson, like Roosevelt and 
Truman, has met twice with 
newsmen in his office, without 
benefit of television or radio, 
but, like Eisenhower and Ken­ 
nedy, what he has said so far 
has been directly attributed to 
him. 
When the mood seizes him, 
Johnson may meet the press 
before live television cameras. 
He 
has 
foreclosed 
nothing, 
promised nothing specific. 
Asked what kind of confer­ 
ences he planned to hold, he 
said; “ Maybe it will be a meet­ 
ing of this kind today; maybe 
a televised meeting tomorrow; 
with maybe a coffee session the 
next day.” 
His 
first news conference, 
Dec. 8, was a coffee session. If 
he keeps up his present pace, 
twu conferences in 10 days, he 
will outdistance Eisenhower and 
Kennedy and be more in the 
Roosevelt-Truman tradition. 
Roosevelt held 998 conferences 
in 12 years, an average of 83 
a year; Truman, 324 confer­ 
ences in almost eight years, av­ 
eraging 41 a year; Eisenhower, 
198 conferences in eight years, 
averaging 24; and Kennedy, 64 
in just under three years, an av­ 
erage of 21 a year. 
While the Eisenhower-Kenne- 
dy conferences were televised, 
Eisenhower’s could not be re­ 


leased until after the confer­ 
ence. Kennedy’s were live. 
Reporters rushing to a phone 
after an Eisenhower conference 
could not quote him directly. 
Permission for this was given 
only after White House aides 
went over the transcript of the 
president’s remarks for errors. 
Kennedy’s statements, since 
they were on television as he 
gave them, instantly were pub­ 
lic property. 
The appearance of Eisenhow­ 
er and Kennedy on television 
had a great public advantage. 
All the people of the nation 
could watch their president in 
action and form their own judg­ 
ments. But the meetings with 
the press had a couple of dis­ 
advantages. In the first place, 
they were huge affairs. 
Thus they included newsmen 
with questions of a minor nature 
and of interest to only one local­ 
ity, and perhaps a small one. 
Sometimes they were the kind 
that could have been answered 
by a call to a White House aide. 
The transcript of the much 
smaller 
Johnson 
conferences, 
without the benefit of television, 
shows the reporters were able 
to concentrate on questions of 
national and international inter­ 
est. The questions were short 
and pointed. 
Because Johnson went to real 
length Wednesday to answer 
some of the questions, there was 
only time to ask him 20. Ken­ 
nedy used to average between 
25 and 30 questions and answers 
in about the same time.

Everybody loves a Christmas 
tree. Nowadays no one would 
think of decorating one with 
lighted candles, but the fire haz­ 
ard has not been entirely elimi­ 
nated because the tree itself, 
especially if it has dried out, is 
highly inflammable. 
Before you buy your tree, 
bump the stem on the ground 
and, if a lot of needles fall off, 
the tree is too dry for safety. 
Or, if you want to be less con­ 
spicuous about it, pull a needle 
off. If the tree is already dried 
out, the needle will come loose 
without any resistance. 
If the stump is sticky with 
resin, it probably has 
been 
freshly cut. After purchasing 
your tree keep the stump in 
water until you are ready to put 
up the tree. Put it in the coolest 
part of the room far away from 
an open fireplace. Don’t smoke 
near the tree. More than one 
very dry tree has burst into 
flames from contact with a 
lighted cigarette. It is unwise 
also to have an electric train 
that has been plugged in close 
to the tree because metal tinsel 
might fall across the tracks and 
cause a short circuit. 
If you decorate your tree with 
electric lights, don’t place the 
tree near water pipes, radiators 
or other sources of grounded 
metal. Use lights approved bf 


Underwriters’ Laboratories. If 
you have an all-metal tree your 
lights should be of the Boor 
type especially designed for that 
kind of tree. 
Perhaps the best protection 
against fire hazards is to use 
fireproof decorations on your 
tree and, when the tree shows 
signs of drying out, dismantle it 
and take it outside. In that way 
you will help to insure that there 
will be more Christmases and 
more Christmas trees in your 
future.

taken by the Cole 
Camp Chap ter of the 
B e nt on County R -1

is p aying big dividends 
for the chap ter, and may 
p rove to be a welcome 
addition to the economic 
set-up in this area. 
The p 
r o j e c t is Christmas 
trees, undertaken in 19 57 on a 
suggestion by the Missouri Con­ 
servation Commission, to intro­ 
duce a new crop that can be 
grown on land that will not 
p rofitably p roduce regular field 
crop s. 
Robert Kullman, 
vocational 
agriculture instructor, and J. W. 
R a gl a nd , 
sup erintendent of 
schools, in coop eration with the 
FFA members, worked out the 
p rogram. 
Several Purp oses 
The p roject began with sev­ 
eral p urp oses in mind—to deter­ 
mine the p ossibMity of p roduc­ 
ing Christmas trees in Benton 
County, to become acquainted 
with p roblems ot p roduction, to 
determine the cultural p ractices 
needed, and to test the local 
m arket to see if there is a de­ 
mand for home-grown trees. 
With no money involved, Kull­ 
man needed land, seedling trees 
and a lot of hard work. He dis­ 
cussed the land p roblem with 
farm ers in the area and Leo 
Bahrenberg heard of the p roj­ 
ect. Bahrenberg offered the use 
of one acre of land on Highway 
.V2, about four miles east of Cole 
Camp . The Conservation Com­ 
mission donated the seedlings. 
The FFA mem bers volunteered 
to do the work. 
In February, 19 58, FFA m em ­ 
bers cleared the brush of the 
land and p rep ared for the p lant­ 
ing of 1,500 jack p ine seedlings 
ordered from the commission. 
When the trees arrived 
they 
were p lanted about four feet 
ap art, making room for some 
2,800 trees p er acre. 
Three Year Test 
With three years of testing 
the m arket, it has been estab­ 
lished that there is a good local 
m arket for the trees. Local p eo­ 
p le p refer the jack p ines or 
Scotch p ines, and p eop le from 
as far away as Kansas City 
have seen the trees during the 
sum m er and p laced their orders. 
“ At first we believed the local 
p eop le would p refer the cedar 
trees growing in the area, and 
that they bought from us only 
because we were an FFA group . 
Later on we realized, after talk-

Gov ernment p redictions still 
itress the op timistic side. Bu t a 
cou p le of gov ernment su rv ey s 
of bu sinessmen themselv es see 
a slowdown in tile first q u arter, 
althou gh a p robable recov ery in 
the second. 
A lev eling off or decline early 
in the y ear is forecast by the 
m ajority 
of 
m anu factu rers 
q u estioned on 
p rosp ects 
for 
sales, inv entory bu ildu p s, and 
sp ending for new p lants and 
eq u ip ment. 
Bu t the President’s Cou ncil 
of Economic Adv isers is still 
look ing for a more rap id growth 
in the general economy nex t 
y ear than this—esp ecially if the 
federal tax cu t is p assed in time 
to stimu late consu mer and bu si­ 
ness sp ending early in 1964. 
Neither v iew holds ou t mu ch 
hop e for any sizable cu t in the 
p ercentage of the labor force 
ou t of work . 
The 
bu sinessmen 
may be 
showing their traditional ten­ 
dency to cau tion. And the gov ­ 
ernm ent men may be ex ercising 
their u nderstandable desire to 
p rod Congress to act on p u mp 
p riming p rop osals. 
Bu t neither the more op timis­ 
tic nor the cau tionary v iews 


adds u p to a real boom or a 
really distu rbing p au se or fall­ 
ing 
back . 
They do lu ggest,

Roosev elt 
died in 1945 , Tru man had al­ 
most 
a 
fu ll 
fou r-y ear 
term 
ahead of him. He p rep ared for 
it q u ick ly . 
Within three months he had 
made fiv e changes in his Cab­ 
inet. By the time he was elected 
to his own fu ll term in 1948 none 
of the Cabinet he inherited re­ 
mained. 
Bu t when Johnson su cceeded 
Kennedy he had less than 14 
months left ou t of his p redeces­ 
sor’s fou r-y ear term. And th at’s 
the end for him, u nless lik e Tru ­ 
man he gets elected on his own. 
He will almost certainly seek 
su ch election. This means, in 
addition to the u su al p roblems 
of 
the 
p residency , 
he 
mu st 
sp end a lot of time camp aign­ 
ing. It will p robably be to his 
adv antage to k eep the Kennedy 
Cabinet. 
Rep lacements 
wou ld

break ing in on the job. T’ns

The well balanced diet 
shou ld inclu de two glasses of 
milk and two help ings of m eat 
a day .
